2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray 
town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations  of 
the  same. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  amount 
required  to  be  raised  for  highway  purposes  under  Chapter  67  of  the 
Pubhc  Laws  of  1937.  Town  to  raise  $622.50.  State  to  give  $1,244.00 
to  be  expended  on  Lamprey  Road. 

Or:  Optional — 

Nothing  in  the  above  Act  shall  prevent  a  Town  from  receiving 
at  their  option,  aid  for  construction  of  their  Class  V  Highways. 
Town  to  raise  $217.59.  State  to  give  $870.35. 

4.  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $75.00  for  Memorial 
Day. 

5.  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $200.00  for  the  PubUc 
Library. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$500.00  for  Welfare  Aid. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$500.00  for  Old  Age  Assistance  for  the  ensuing  year. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $25.00  to  purchase  tools  to  fight  forest  fires,  the  State  to 
give  $25.00  also. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money 
to  purchase  from  George  Osgood  a  strip  of  land  across  the  road 
from  the  Town  Hall,  said  sum  not  to  exceed  $300.00. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$200.00  to  oil  the  Lamprey  Road  that  was  made  last  year. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  to  have  a  well  driven  or  dug  in  the  vicinity  of  the  church. 
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12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow 
money  in  anticipation  of  taxes,  and  renew  and  refund  town  notes. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  dispose 
of  property  acquired  by  the  Town  through  non-payment  of  taxes, 
or  administer  it  to  the  best  of  their  ability. 

14.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  regarding  Outstand- 
ing Notes. 

15.  To  see  what  sum  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  for 
the  Contingent  Fund. 

16.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  be- 
fore this  meeting.

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Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Board  of  Kensington,  New  Hampshire : 

I  take  pleasure  in  submitting  my  annual  report  as  Superintendent 
of  Schools,  the  twentieth  in  the  series. 

The  following  paragraph,  addressed  to  the  combined  school 
boards  of  all  the  districts  in  Supervisory  Union  Number  Sixteen, 
is  included  in  my  reports  to  each  of  the  several  districts: 

"Through  the  twenty  years  since  the  enactment  of  the 
almost  revolutionary  equilization  school  law  of  1919,  you 
and  your  predecessors,  to  the  number  of  sixty,  have  brought 
to  the  schools  of  your  individual  districts,  not  only  the 
best  of  your  thought  and  effort,  but  you  have  continuously 
shown  much  mutual  co-operation  as  to  make  this  law 
workable  and  productive  of  the  best  results  in  all  the 
schools  of  Union  Number  Sixteen.  This  expenditure  of  time 
and  effort  by  you  is  of  the  very  essence  of  good  citizenship. 
When  individual  willingness  to  serve  is  combined  with 
such  co-operation  as  school  officials,  parents  and  citizens 
in  general  have  practised  in  this  Union,  then  the  greatest 
good  results.  Since  the  children  who  were  born  in  the  year 
this  law  took  effect  have  now  finished  the  high  school 
grades,  a  school  generation  attests  the  merits  of  your 
co-operative,  democratic  service." 

Your  decision  to  furnish  instruction  in  vocal  music  as  a  regular 
part  of  the  school  work  in  Kensington  has  been,  so  it  seems  to  me, 
much  worth  while.  Sickness  in  her  family  has  kept  Mrs.  Coombs, 
the  teacher  of  music,  from  making  as  many  visits  up  to  the  present 
time  as  expected.  The  number  of  visits  planned  for,  however,  will 
be  made  before  the  end  of  the  year.  It  was  seen  at  once  when  the 
work  was  begun  in  September  that  Kensington  children  were  quite 
like  all  children;  they  "took  to"  the  new  offering  readily.  Under 
Mrs.  Coom.b's  able  and  experienced  direction,  the  pupils  have 
come  to  appreciate  music  even  better  than  at  first,  they  have  de- 
veloped good  tone  and  they  have  overcome  self  consciousness,  so 
that  they  recite  individually  in  music  as  naturally  as  in  any  other 
subject.  We  may  confidently  look  for  the  best  results  in  the  future. 

It  is  pleasing  once  more  to  commend  to  your  notice  the  work 
of  Mrs.  Sheehy,  our  school  nurse.  Much  of  it  you  know,  but  in 
addition  to  the  usual  work,  seen  and  known  by  all,  she  devotes 
many  hours,  here  and  in  the  other  districts  which  she  serves,  to 
less  conspicuous  plans,  conferences  with  parents,  special  work  with 
epidemic  diseases,  and  travel  to  clinics.  Her  work  in  Kensington, 
as  elsewhere,  requires  constant  instruction.   I  bespeak  for  her  a 
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continuance  of  your  confidence  and  that  of  the  families  she  serves. 
By  no  means  have  we  accomphshed  all  that  must  be  done  in  health 
education,  either  of  children  or  adults,  nor  have  we  yet  discharged 
all  our  duty  with  reference  to  epidemic  diseases  and  general  sani- 
tation, but  each  year  we  make  some  progress. 

In  my  last  annual  report  I  recommended,  at  some  length,  a  re- 
arrangement of  grades  in  our  schools.  I  see  no  reason  to  change 
that  recommendation  now  except  to  make  it  more  emphatic.  In 
view  of  the  successful  experience  in  neighboring  districts  in  the 
matter  of  grade  grouping,  I  believe  that  Kensington  can  take  the 
step  in  the  assurance  that  better  education  will  be  given  the  child- 
ren at  no  additional  expense. 

Last  fall  the  school  buildings,  attractive  in  their  new  coats 
of  paint  and  otherwise  improved  by  the  repairs  of  the  summer 
welcomed  the  pupils;  for  that  reason,  as  well  as  for  others,  the 
schools  are  more  efficient.  The  plants  require  constant  thought, 
however,  and,  through  the  cobimned  effort  of  School  Board  and 
parents,  should  improve  as  time  goes  on.  This  year  my  specific 
and  major  recommendations  with  reference  to  the  buildings  are, 
new  shades  and  a  new  fence  at  the  West  School,  the  installation  of 
chemical  toilets  or  spetic  tanks  at  the  East  School,  and  the  rem.oval 
of  all  dead  and  dying  material  from  the  trees  at  the  North  School. 

Three  years  from  now  the  present  building  on  the  North  Road 
will  be  one  hundred  years  old.  I  suggest  that  this  will  be  a  fitting 
time  for  old  pupils  and  all  interested  citizens  to  plan  a  little  cele- 
bration of  the  event,  recall  a  little,  at  least,  of  the  history  of  the 
Kensington  schools  and  realize  once  more  what  the  schools  from 
early  days  have  done  for  the  town. 

While  parental  interest  in  Kensington  is  as  high  as  in  other  dis- 
tricts, it  would  be  very  gratifying  if  more  parents  and  other  citizens 
would  visit  the  schools  occasionally  and  see  exactly  what  the  schools 
are  doing  and  how  they  are  housed.  Parents  and  those  responsible 
for  the  daily  operation  of  the  schools  desire  the  best  that  economical 
management  and  efficient  teaching  will  provide  and  only  with  the 
fullest  understanding  and  heartiest  co-operation  on  the  part  of  all 
concerned  will  such  results  follow.  A  part  of  my  duty  each  year 
is  to  remind  our  teachers  that  it  is  their  duty  to  know  parents.  I 
combine  duty  with  pleasure  when  I  invite  parents  to  the  schools. 

May  I  close  by  expressing  to  you  my  thanks  and  that  of  the 
teachers  for  your  interest  in  the  schools  and  the  certain  help  which 
it  gives  us  in  our  daily  work.  In  return  we  pledge  our  best  efforts.
